appearance of organised Tusurrection; the 
‚ Ensane mob audaciously attacked the military 3

ged, (hat the iusurgents were dispersed, and 
tranquiility was restored, ‘The regulativn, of 
which the enforcement is said to have causcd 
this selitious moveu:€ut, is of a most salutary 
gature.—lt provides for an eftvctive police 
establishment, in the fairest of methods; by 
Small contributions from the individuals, 
house lives and property it is expressly cal. 
dulated to defend.=mit has been tong intro. 
duced in Dacca, Patna, and the principal 
towns of the lower provinces; the residents 
óf which are uoamimous in expressing their 
Geuse of its benefits.

reilly that persons could be found bliud to Hs 


beneficisl cunsequetees, Amidst a popula. 
tion cansisting chicÂy of Puthans, there will 
nlways be found many idle and worthless in. 
&ividuals delighting in turbetence and civil 
strife ; and ever ready te engage in auy un. 
gertaking promising to amekorate their con 
dition.—By these needy aud disaffected pere 
sons, the institution ef a new police regula. 
tion was eagerly laid hold of, as an instru 
meat to inflsme the passiuns of afickte and 
Fnconsiderate mob, and to urge them on to the 
tafraction of good order, and tic perpetra= 
tion of every excess. Havsng premised these 
remarks, we shall gire a brief narrative of the 
Bircumstances which marked the Commence- 
ment and progress of the insurrection, Ear. 
ly in April, measures for carrying the regu. 
_ kation iato effect, were takeu by the local au- 
thorities. The inhabitaats of the city immee 
Biately objected to its establishment; shut up 
their houses and shops; and having left the 
city, took refuge in the fi-lds and groves of 
the viciaity. Ar. Dumbletou, the magis- 
trate, solicitous to overcome the prejudices of 
the citizens by a full explanation of the 
nature of the new arrangement, suspended its 
operation during some days; and the people 
returncd to their houses. [laving however 
in vain used every effect to recoucile the prine 
cipal citizens to the measure, the magistrate 
thought longer delay inconsistent with his 
daty ; and accordingly on the 16th, having 
precceded to the fort with an escort of two 
companies, sent pevus,to the dierent houses 
to carry it into effect. Many houscholders 
„ Complied with the measure with perfect wil. 
lingeess; but ethers iusolentty refused, and 
wociferated -loudiy for its repcal, In ene 
house a scuffe ensued, in wbich an old 
woman wasslightly hurt, Her friends pre. 
seuded that elio was dead, and hariog brought 


her body to the magistrate, demanded satis. 
faction. This affair however was set at rest, 
and all remained quiet for some ‘time. A 
few hours afterwards, the magistrate was in. 


formed, that a large body of ‚people had as. 


sembled in that part of the City, named the 
Novumuhulltu; and were there exhibiting 
symptams of great dissatisfaction and agita. 
ton. Thither he went, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Lucas, and a few horsemen, and 
sepoys of the Provincial Battalion, 
crowd was great in the main street ; but with. 
drew before him, until having’ reached a 
narrow spot, they faccd about, drew their 
swards, and obstructed his further progress. 
The horsemen being ordered to push on, two 


of them were instantly cut to pieces, and- 


Several others wounded. Some sepoys now 
came up and fired. Of the insurgents four 
were killed, and twelve or fourteen wouuded 
by their fre. Amongst the former were two 
relations of the Mooftee; and among the 


latter the Mooftee himself. This law officer 


is, we understand, a persen of great respect. 
ability, and although he has at all times reject. 
ed every ofler of employment under the 
British'Government, it is believed that, far 
from instigatiag the sedlition, he had been 
compelled to Juin the mob by some of the 
Fingleaders, who “wire desirvus of strength. 
evìng their cause by the support of his 
name * ‘The crowd now dispersed ; and the 
Magistrate returned home, after having seen 
the bodies of the killed and wounded troopers 
removed. During the evening however, the 
signs of a general commotion momentarily in- 
crcased; the shops were again shut; and the 
houses deserted. Thousands of wrmed men 
were coustantly traversiug the roads leading 
from the Old to the New Town. Ehe ring- 
leaders became very active; they removed the 
Mouftee to the holiest of their tumbs and there 
stuck up the green flag. Their insolence was 
now excessive 5 and every thing pertended an 
explosion. Captain Boscawen was therefore 
during the night ordered to proceed with two 
Companies of the 2d Battalion 27th Kegi- 
ment Native Infantry, and-two-guns to &ool. 
Fker Gunj, a place situated between the old 
and new Town. As a measure of safety, the 
ladies and families of the Europeaus were re. 
moved at this time to a fortiûed huuse. The 
detachmeut took 1ts ground; and the rioters 
iramediately repaircd tbither ín immense force; 
and having raised their Hag within Éfty yards 
of its front, openly bid it defianee. During 
the morning of the 17th the mob became very 
clamsrous; agd every descriptiow of trades. 
mien having joined it, declared that no work 
should be dene, nor provisighp sold until the 
choukedaree srrangemeut was repealed. Lut 
even in this extremiy, the forbearance of the 
magistrate was not exhausted, Resolved if 
possible, to spare ‘further bloodshed, he rea. 
soncd with the iusurgents} inqurred into 
their grievances; at their request discharged 
an obuvzious Kutwalyt agreed to the tem. 
porary suspension of the regulation; and in 
fine, took every means, which could be sug. 
gested by prudence and benevolence for the 
restoration of tranquillity. But, as the na. 
ture of the rable is to. mistake lenity for 
fear, the insurgents misinterpreting the mo. 
tives of his miiduess, refused to make auy 
concession ; and gradually grewing more con. 
Édent, at length said, thatas blood had been 
shed, they must have blood far blood. 
The affaie now becoming of a very serivus 
nature, an express was sent to Moradabad, 
ordering the 2d curps of Rohillah cavalry to 
come up ‘without delay. Câptain G. Cun. 
ningham having assembled 391 men, move 
off at two of the afternoon of the 18th, and 
aftera very surprising march of fourteen 
hours, reached Bareilly early next morning, 
The 18th, 191h, aud 20th were spent in use.’

bels ashaufed of quitting the shrine of their 
revered father, made thrve successive vigorous 
attempts tu retake it; in all cf which they 
were repulsed with great slaughler. Their 
impetuusity bring nuw checked; they no 
longer acted on the offensive. They were 
at length entirely routed by Lieutenant 
Lucas, who with about 100 of the Provincial 
Battaliun, attacked a large body of thrm 
posted in a gardens and killed and wounded 
a great number. Meanwhile another great 
division, precedrd by their holy men, having 
procecded in front of vaptain Cunningham’s 
line, called upon his horsemen to juin the 
standard of the trne God. But the experi. 
ment, thoegh a bokd ove, failed; aud’ these 
men, who could perceive many friends and 
relatives amidst the rebel crowd, by a rare 
example ef fidelity, remained firm to their 
duty. To this praise-worthy couduct there: 
was one solitary exception. A trooper 
deserted; but soon met with the award et 
his treachery, being shot before he could 
reach the enemy. The remainder charged, 
and with great gallantry cut their way 
through the opposiug crowd. The fate of 
the day was now decided, The insurgents 


„separated and fed in every direction; and 


Gie opportume acriv dl of Major Richards, who 
erossed the Ramyunga about midday, fully 
te-established the peace of the city. 

In this very gallant affair, it is not casy to 
determine, whether the prudence and steady 
Cograge of the utäcers, or the iinmuveable 
intrepidity of che sepoys, were most worthy 
of admiration Fhe sepoys af the Provincial 
Battalion successfully emulated the example 
of the Regutars ; aud in the timely use of the 
bayonct displayed the courage and steady 
discipline of weteran soldiers. Lt is almost 


‘incredible that a handful of men, cousisting 


only of 270 regular, and 75 provincial sepoys, 
and 390 irregular horsemen, should have had 
the boldncssto stand, and the strength to 
repel, a furious assault of many thvusand 
men, well armed and inflamed by the worst 
passions. The result wasa signal triumph 


‘of discipline and good order, over the fury 


and madness of an cnraged mob.—Such 8uc- 
oss could not be gained without sacrifice; 
but our loss was, Cousidering the immense 
odds against which we had to contend, ez- 
ceedingly small.
